Later Messrs. Taft and Bacon came 
ashore and proceeded to the palace, 
where they called on President Palma. 

Messrs. Taft and Bacon had a long 
informal and private conference with 
Senor O’Farrlll before going ashore. 
Secretary Taft said he had arranged 
tentatively to hold hearings 
home of American Minister Morgan in 
Marlanao, but that no definite arrange- 
ments would be made until the for- 
malities were over. 

Those present at the meeting with 
President Palma were Messrs. Taft 
and Bacon, Minister Morgan and Cap- 
tain Frank R. McCoy, military aide to 
President Roosevelt. The exchange of 
greetings was very cordial. Formali- 
ties soon gave place to intimate con- 
versation and the situation 
cussed in a very general way. Details 
were not taken up. President Palma 
expressed himself particularly appre- 
ciative of President Roosevelt’s atti- 
tude; that no policy had been formu- 
lated with regard to the future and 
that President Roosevelt’s representa- 
lives were approaching their task free 
to act wholly in accordance with de- 
velopments. 

Upon leaving the palace the party 
proceeded to tho Denver, which lies 
moored at the foot of a nearby street. 
Upon boarding the American cruiser 
Alfredo Zayas and the other members 
of the Liberal committee, who had 
been awaiting Messrs. Taft and Ba- 
con, presented themselves. A brief 
and pleasant conversation ensued, but 
there was nothing beyond exchange of 
courtesies. Sonor Zayas and Secre- 
tary Taft suggested each to the other 
thnt they have a quiet talk together

New York, Sep't. 20.— The Chile re- 
lief committee has received the fol- 
lowing cable dispatch from the foreign 
relief committee at Valparaiso: 

"Gratefully acknowledge cable re- 
mittances. Funds vanishing, while 
misery increases. Do your best to 
stimulate subscriptions." 

This message confirms previous ad- 
vices as to the seriousness of the sit- 
uation created by the recent earth- 
quake and fire in Valparaiso, 

Washington. Sept 20— The National 
Red Cross society has cabled |4,000 to 
Chile to aid tho sufferers from the 
earthquake at Valparaiso and neigh- 
boring cities, which makes a total of 
$6,000 cabled to dote. 

FOUR VILLAGES DESTROYED. 

Tartar Inhabitants Massacred by 
Armenians.

Safs Is Timelocked and Shortage Is 
Not Known. 

Sedan, Kan.. Sept. 20. — O. B. Stol- 
lard, cushler of the People’s State 
bunk of Sedan, with deposits of $76,- 
000, hus disappeared, leaving a note 
saying ho was a defaulter and had 
fled. The safe Is tlmelockod and the 
nmount of monoy missing Is not 
Ifnown. 

Nineteen Die of Poisoning. 

Breslau. Sept. 21).— A dispatch re- 
ceived here from Tomasaow. Russian 
Poland, suys th*t fifty persons thore 
worn poisoned at n confirmation foatlv- 
Ity from eating meat which had been 
cooked In a copper kettle containing 
verdigris. Nlnotoen persons have al- 
ready died. 


Chinese identifyins 
their dead. Tho families of the Hong- 
kong boatmen live night and day on 
the sampans and thousands of these 
people are now homeless. 

The Chinese take the disaster calm- 
ly and show no manifestations of grief. 

One launch thnt was capsized had 
130 Chinese on board. They were all 
drowned. 

The bishop of Victoria, Dr. J. C. 
Hoare, was on his way to visit some 
neighboring islands when the storm 
broke and Is reported missing. His 
launch has been found floating bottom 
upwards. 

THREE OF CREW DROWNED. 


Bt Paul, Sept. 19. — Indications are 
that Minnesota will have one new face 
In congress next year, F. M. Nye of 
Minneapolis. Apparently all the con- 
gressmen who ran this year are re- 
nominated. All the Minnesota con- 
gressmen are Republicans. The only 
one ln doubt is Buckman of the Sixth, 
who is running close to Lindbergh. 
Stevens beat Rogers nearly three to 
one ln the Fourth district, and Mc- 
Cleary beat Outterson by a safe ma- 
jority In the Second district. 

The Hennepin situation Is not yet 
certain, but Frank M. Nye will prob- 
ably be nominated, with Eustls a close 
second. A. R. Hall and W. D. Wash- 
burn, Jr., the other candidates, are re- 
ceiving a small vote. Frank Larabee, 
the Democratic candidate, had no op- 
position. 

Both Buckman and Lindbergh claim 
the victory In the Sixth district, and 
it will probably not be decided until 
all the precincts are heard from. The 
returns so far received, however, give 
Buckman a little the better of it. 

Definite figures could not be ob- 
tained from the Eighth, but enough 
returns are In to indicate Bede’s elec- 
tion. Bede ls conceded Duluth by 150 
by the opposition, but Millar seems to 
ha%-e run well in the outlying parts of 
St Louis county. Bede, however, 
seems to have run far enough ahead 
In the other counties to give him a 
safe majority for the nomination. 

WILL RETURN TO MEXICO. 

Dowie Announces Farewell Service at 
Zion City. 

Chicago, Sept. 17 — John Alexander 
Dowie, who according to general be- 
lief in Zion City is in an extremely 
low condition of health, has announced 
a farewell service at Shiloh House for 
next Sunday. 

Immediately after this service he 
will leave for Mexico, if his physical 
condition will permit, and It is not 
expected that he ever will see Zion 
City again. 


8teel Steamer Laura Badly Damaged 
in Severe Storm. 

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 20.— The British 
tramp steamer Laura, bound from 
Port Arthur, Tex., for European ports, 
has arrived at the Virginia capes after 
having encountered the terrific storm 
which swept the Hatteras coast last 
Monday morning and during which 
the ship’s commander. Captain Charles 
T. Adams, and two seamen were swept 
into the ocean and lost. 

The Laura, with her cargo shifted 
and badly listed to port, came into the 
Virginia capes with her charthouse 
gone, all save one of her lifeboats 
missing, her bridge torn to pieces, the 
steel sides of her house bent and her 
superstructure a practical wreck. The 
ship showed signs of having been

Havana, Sept. 15. — The extra sea- 
lion of congress called by President 
Palma completed at one sitting Fri- 
day afternoon the business for which 
It was summoned. It granted to Presi- 
dent Palma the fullest powers not al- 
ready constitutionally possessed by 
the executive for carrying on the war, 
including the right to use public funds 
for war purposes, revoking appropria- 
tions voted at the preceding session 
ln order to permit diversion of tlie 
moneys and authorizing increases of 
the rural guards to 10,000 and the &c- 
tlllery to 2,000 men. This triples the 
former force of rural guards and 
doubles the artillery. The measures, 
which were combined In one blanket 
bill, were passed by party votes, the 
Liberal* and Independents refraining 
from voting and the Liberal National- 
ists voting with the Moderates. 

TO PROTECT PLANTATIONS. 

Marietta Arrives at Clenfuegos and 
Lands Marines. 

Washington, Sopt. 15.— A cable dis- 
patch has been received from Clenfuo- 
gos by the navy department announc- 
ing the arrival of the Marietta at thut 
place. 

Later In the day unother dispatch 
wan received from Commander Ful- 
ham of the MnVletta stating that n 
force had been landed from that ship 
at Clontuogos to protect sugar planta- 
tions which were threatened. 


Funston Called to Washington. 

Tacoma, Wash., Sopt. 15. — General 
Frederick Funston has been ordured 
to Washington without delay. The 
order Is supposed to be In connection 
with the situation In Cuba. 


MANY PEOPLE PEjRISH 


TERRIFIC STORM AT HONGKONG 
KILLS ABOUT ONE THOU- 
SAND PERSONS. 


Hongkong. Sept. 19. — A terrific 
storm broke suddenly here Tuesday 
afternoon, lasting two hours and de- 
stroying Innumerable native craft and 
causing much loss of life. The har- 
bor Is literally strewn with wreckage 
and the streets of the city are blocked 
with debris. 

The loss of life ls estimated as high 
as 1,000, while the property loss la 
placed at over $1,000,000. 

AS FAR AS POSSIBLE. 

United States to Protect British Inter- 
ests In Cuba. 

Washington, Sept 17. — In answer to 
an Inquiry the state department has 
responded that In affording protection 
to American Interests In Cuba during 
the revolution the United States will 
also give protection as far as possible 
to British interests and property. 

Suspected of Big Embezzlement 

Rotterdam, Sept 18.— Suspected of 
the embezzlement of $294,000 Bland 
Vandenberg, a notary and director of 
the South Holland bank, has been 
taken Into custody. The shares of the 
bank dropped 100 par cent on the 
bourse. 

Decision Affecting Brokers Controlling 
Most or the Business. 

Chicago, Sept. 20.— Members of four 
ticket brokers' associations, control- 
ling the greater part of that business 
throughout the United States, arc, by 
a decision made by Judge Kohlsaat In 
the federal court, perpetually enjoined 
from "scalping" tickets on the Penn- 
sylvania system and various other 
transportation compnnlos, some of 
which ore named ln the complaint. 
Tho case originated In St. Louis duN 
Ing the recent exposition In that city. 
The first hearing was before a master 
ln chancery, who reported In favor of 
the railroad. Objections wero fllod to 
tho report of the master and these 
woro overruled by Judge Kohlsaat

••Whatever you do, hoy*, don't give up 
oar ling; save Dint nt «ny price!" In 
an Inatnnt the flag was torn from Its 
•taff and cut and torn Into hundreds 
of small fragment*. each piece being 
bidden about the person of some one of 
Its brave defenders. 

The survivors of the regiment, about 
dPO in number, were *eut to a prison 
camp, where most of them remained 
nnlll the end of the wnr. oneh cherish- 
lag bis mite of tlio regimental colors. 
Through long months of Imprisonment 
many died, nnd In all such cases the 
scraps of bunting guarded by the poor 
uufortunates were Intrusted to the 
caro of some surviving comrade. 

At the end of the war when the pris- 
oners returned to their homes n meet- 
ing of the survivors was held, nnd all 
the priceless fragments of the flag 
were sewed together. But a very few 
pU-ces had been lost, so that the re- 
stored emblem was made nearly com- 
plete. 

That flag, patched nnd tattered ns It 
Is. forms one of the proudest posses- 
sions of Connecticut today nnd Is pre- 
served In the state cnpltol at Hartford, 
bearing mnte testimony to the devo 
Don of the brave men who were not! 
alone ready and willing to die for It 
ou the field of battle, hut to live for It 
through long years of Imprisonment In 
order that they might bring It bnck| 
whole to the state that gave It Into 
their hands to honor nnd defend.— St. 
Nicholas. 


WOMEN CHESS PLAYERS. 


NAIL CHARACTERISTICS. 


Thf) Are nn Aid In DlaKnoal# of DU- 
ea*e* nnd Trait*. 

It Is said that the moon at the base 
of the nail Is simply an Indication of 
good health nnd excellent circulation, 
while the white spots are always the 
accompaniment of an impaired nerv- 
ous system. The common Idea that an 
external application of vaseline will 
cure the white spots is erroneous, and 
those afflicted with the little "story 
tellers" would far better turn their at- 
tention to securing perfect physical 
health In the assurance that the spots 
will disappear with Improved circula- 
tion. 

It Is not possible to create moons nt 
the base of the nails. Frequently the 
mooD Is there, but through negligence 
It Is covered by skin, which without 
attention will grow upward over the 
base of the nail. 

It Is not generally understood that 
the shape and appearance of the finger 
nails are carefully considered ifnd form 
an Important factor In the diagnosis of 
disease. Long mills ore said to indicate 
physical weakness nnd tendency to. 
lung trouble, and this tendency Is ag- 
gravated where the nails are corrugat- 
ed and yet more aggravated If they 
curve from the top back to the finger 
and across. Where the nails are long 
and bluish they Indicate bad circula- 
tion. This same type of nail, but 
shorter, denotes tendency to throat af- 
fection. bronchitis and the like. 

Short, small nail# Indicate heart dis- 
ease. Where they are short, fiat and 
sunken you may look for nervous dis- 
orders. The short nailed woman will 
criticise her friends and her foes, 
she will criticise herself with the same 
severity. She Is apt to be sarcastic 
and sometimes so quick at repartee 
that she appears almost brutal. The 
be«t dramatic aud literary critics pos- 
sess tills type of nail.

One 
may go through volume after volume 
containing thousand* of games and not 
find a single one played by women 
which any editor thought worthy of a 
permanent record. 

A\1ieu the Question has been raised 
before, it ha* beeu Involvisl with that 
of the intellectual superiority of one 
rex over Die other. Today the answer 
to this would be totally lundeQuato 
and Inconsequential. There ure men In 
Die front rank of players ut the pres- 
ent moment who by no stretch of tlm 
Imagination or the term cun bo said to 
occupy their position on account of ex- 
ceptionally Intellectual endowments. 
While the game always appeals to In- 
tellectual men nnd women, Intellect Is 
not the only factor which mukes the 
great player. 

A careful examination of the guiiies 
of players whom the world recognizes 
as greut reveals the fact that the fac- 
ulties and qualities of concentration, 
comprehensiveness. Impartiality and. 
above all, a spark of orlgiuallty, are 
to be found In combination nnd In va- 
rying degrees. The absence of these 
qualities In woman explain# why no 
memlier of the feminine sex has occu- 
pied any high position ns a chess 
player. 

There are many women who are ear- 
nest students of chess whose knowl- 
edge of the theory, principles nnd all 
the accouterments of the game Is phe- 
nomenal. But mere knowledge can 
make nobody great. Taking results, 
good Judgment is much superior to 
knowledge Imperfectly applied.— Lon- 
don Saturday Review.

SLIPS OF NOVELISTS 


Awful Pasllbiaast Thai W«. De- 
creed by an Aurleat Coanrlh 

"Berne ha* nn offlclnl collector of 
Juno bug*." write* n correspondent of 
the Chicago Nowa from Switzerland. 
"This personage I* appointed by Die 
city council when the trtemilMl pc«t of 
June bugs occur*, and he I* empow- 
ered to destroy nil* the Insect* Dint limy 
be brought to him. llnch owner of a 
small estate I* obliged lo gather live 
pounds of bugs, nnd those who happen 
to bo the proprietor* of larger pieces 
of property must collect proportlon- 
atel.v more. For each pound Unit Is 
lulssiug from tills obligatory amount a 
fine of 10 cents 1* Imposed, but If more 
than the required quota Is forthcom- 
ing it premium of 2 cents a pound Is 
paid. This remuneration Is offered 
also to others besides the property 
owners. A landholder who entirely 
neglects to gntliiu' uny bugs nt all Is 
subject to u tine of from V> to $ 1 <». 
School children receive permission to 
enter large estate*, where they shake 
the trees und poke long stick* about lu 
their endeavor* to dl*lodgo ns many 
bug* ns possible. 

In time* of old, the ancient chroni- 
cler* tell us. It was the custom to at- 
tempt to rid the country of these un- 
welcome visitor* by citing them Into 
court and by banlHblug them from the 
country, but the wily ln*ccts fulled to 
obey the suuynons nnd continued to 
fly about In the face of the law, laying 
eggs promiscuously and contrary to 
edict. Iu n certnln village It wn* de- 
termined to make a terrible nnd last- 
ing example of all the Insects found 
within Its borders. With considerable 
expenditure of time and pntlenco quan- 
tities of bugs wore collected nnd placed 
In n huge sack.

That Dickons* knowledge of law, like 
Mr. Weller’s or 1/ondtiU, Was "exteu- 
#lv© nnd peculiar" Is amply demon- 
strated by the fninoti* case of Bnrdell 
ver*u* Pickwick. Rtudeui* or Dint ro- 
l*ort may have been struck by the fnct 
that neither plaintiff nor defendant nje 
penred In the wltue-* box. Th« ex- 
planation I* that nt that time parties 
"iq»on the record" were not competent 
witnesses, tlielr Interest In the ca»e be- 
ing regarded a* too strong a tempta- 
tion to, shnll we say, Inaccuracy. But 
had Dickon* been a lawyer Mr. Winkle 
nnd hi* friend# might also have been 
spared tho ordeal of cross examination 
nnd tlielr friend# nnd admirers de- 
prived of ninny merry moments. 

Iu his anxiety to satirize the abuse* 
of cross examination Dickon* over- 
looked the legal rule that the counsel 
who call* n witness I* not permitted to 
cros* exnuilne him at all. but. on tho 
contrary, I* bonud by hi* answers; 
therefore had Serjennt Hnzfnz permit- 
ted the Flckwleklnns to be called n* 
witnesses for the plaintiff (which he 
would have known better than to do) 
their verslou of the word* heard 
through the door “on the Jar" must 
have been accepted, and ut the first at- 
tempt to badger elUier of them It would 
have been the learned counsel for the 
plaintiff who received hi* lordwhlp'* In- 
junction “to be careful." 

But all lovers of Dickens will rejoice 
nt bl* ignorance of the rule which 
forces counsel never to call a hostile 
witness. Who could bear to be depriv- 
ed of the evidence of Mr. Samuel Wel- 
ler? 

Exactly the snmc mistake I* made by 
Anthony Trollope In his well known 
novel, "The Three Clerks." There the 
hero. Alnrlc Tudor. Is placed upon IiIh 
trial for misappropriating trust money 
nnd defended by that famous leader. 
Mr. Chnffanbrass of the Old Bailey. 
Tudor’s Mephlstopheles, the lion. Un- 
declmus Scott, Is called, much against 
his will, as a witness for the defense, 
cross examined by the celebruted Chaf- 
faubrass, forced to confess his mis- 
deeds and dismissed covered with 
Ignominy, to be subsequently expelled 
from bis club— poetic Justice which 
would Lave been defeated even by a 
chairman of quarter ses*ions. 

The great theoretical and practical 
knowledge of law possessed by Charles 
Iteade saved him from this error, as 
from many others. Yet the fnruons 
trial scene in "Hard Cash" would have 
beeu ruthlessly deprived of its most 
dramatic moment by nny Judge of the 
high court. When tbe hapless Alfred 
Hardy, who has been wrongfully Im 
prisoned In an asylum by his wicked 
father, comes nt last to establish his 
sanity before a Jury, his case Is closed 
by tbe reading of a letter from Ills 
dead sister. Writing nt tbe point of 
death, she solemnly denies his insanity 
and begs him to show her words to his 
accusers when she Is no more. Read 
aloud by the Judge himself, her letter 
reduces a crowded court to tears and 
goes far to secure her brother a trium- 
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Drrlilnll) Improved.

Perches should also bo 
washed daily.

To 
satisfy the buyer the butcher has been 
compelled to acquire extraordinary 
skill ln judging Just how much a cer- 
tain portion of a round of meat weighs 
and In cutting off that portion smooth- 
ly and accurately. — Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

Preparations are being made l>y the 
the treasury department and the de- 
partment of agriculture to Issue two 
volumes on denatured alcohol, which 
will be received with a great deal of 
Interest by almost everybody in the 
country. The free alcohol law for 
which the country Is so largely in- 
debted to lion. Tom Marshall will 
not go Into effect until the 1st of 
January, and when It does, It will at 
first benefit the larger distillers, for 
In all probability It will be Impassible 
for the bureau of internal revenue to 
extend the government Inspection to 
distilleries turning out less than 500 
gallons of alcohol per day. However 
the consumer will get the benefit of 
a new and cheap source of light-heat 
and power. It is especially in this 
connection, that the forthcoming 
pamphlet of the agricultural depart- 
ment will be of very general interest. 
The department has commissioned 
Professor Charles Lucke. of Columbia, 
University, New York, to study the 
adaptability of alcohol Tor Internal 
combustion engines, such as are used 
in boats, automobiles and Tor almost 
innumerable purposes where small 
and cheap power plants are necessary, 
it is understood from the first re- 
ports of this Investigation, and from 
the ex periments which have already 
been made in Europe, that alcohol 
will develop about 5 to 8 per cent 
more power in an internal combustion 
engine than will gasoline. In addi- 
tion to this, It makes a fuel that is 
more responsive to spark control and 
the supposition is that it can be 
manufactured cheap enough to com- 
pete with petroleum products as a 
source of power and furnish new and 
profitable crops to the farmer. Ex- 
periments are now being made by the 
agricultural department with what is 
known as the “stock potato'’, which 
is the source from which much alco- 
hol is manufactured abroad. One 
and one-quarter bushels of this po- 
tato will produce a gallon of alcohol 
anti the supposition is that this alco- 
hol can be sold wholesale about as 
cheap, if not a little cheaper, than 
the prevailing price of petrol, or 
motor spirit. All that there is to be 
known on the subject of alcohol, its 
heating capacity, its lighting effi- 
ciency when burned with a gas mantle 
and its potentiality as a power fuel 
will be included in tbe forthcoming 
bulletin of the agricultural depart- 
menu There will doubtless l>e a 
large demand for this work, and its 
popularity is likely to more than re- 
pay the the department for all the 
trouble and expense of getting it up.

AT REST 

Wm. M. Austin Dieo Suddenly 
Friday Morning 

Again wo are called upon to 
chronicle the death of one our oldest 
and most respected citizens. Altho 
not wholly unexpected, the sudden 
death of William M. Austin early 
Tuesday morning, was nevertheless 
shock to the community. On Mon- 
day he was upon the streets as usual. 
For some time ho had boon falling In 
health and friends noticed that he 
was declining fast . Tuesday morn- 
ing he arose as usual, dressed, and 
was left at the breakfast table. 
About an hour later ho wits found In 
the dining room In the embrace of 
death. From appearances he had 
evidently moved his chair from the 
tablo and fell, either from heart fail- 
ure or a stroke of paralysis. Mr. 
Austlrf was a pioneer of Ellendaleand 
Dickey county and had a host or 
friends. Ills life was a busy one and 
he seemed to got the most pleasure 
from work and until the past year 
could always be found engaged In 
some arduous duty, lie was [a stud- 
ent; always abreast of the times, and 
familiar with the history of all 
nations, lie was well versed in liter- 
ature and took a great interest In the 
pe echos of public men. As a conver- 
sationalist be was a peer and drew 
from memory quotations of gifted 
authors and noted orators. 

I i e'l lasservedjthe pubhclas _ j ustice 
of the peace and assessor? H 1 1 1 n g Lh cse 
and other positions with credit to 
himself and the public be served. 
Ho lived a life of usefulness, more 
than the allotted time, and death 
came to him as he had often wished, 
suddenly. 

William M. Austin was born In 
England in 18.10. He served several 
apprenticeship us a painter and 
paperbanger. He came to America 
in 1852 and worked at bis trade for a 
time in New York, from where he 
moved in 1854 to 'Wilson Creek, Wis- 
consin. It was here he cast his first 
vote for Fremont for president in 
In 185!) he made his first filing 
upon government land taking a home- 
stead of 80 acres. In 1800 he was 

arrlcd to Mary Wilson, who pre- 
ceded him by death a few years ago. 
In 1805 he moved to Spring Green, 
Wisconsin, where In 1808 he engaged 
in the mercantile business. Later lie 
moved to Helena, Wisconsin and con- 
tinued in business until his removal 
to Ellendale in 1882, when lie enga.ed 
in the clothing business, ids family 
joining him in 1883. Later lie dis- 
posed of his business interests to T. 
N. Larson. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Austin five chil- 
dren were born, John, Mary and ltoyce, 
who died in chillihood, Katie, who 
died in 1005. Janies M.Atlie only sur- 
viving member of the family. 

The funeral will beheld in the Bap- 
tist church tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o'clock. I’ev. S. W. Hoover of James- 
town, will preach the funeral sermon. 
Interment in Ellendale cemetery.

ORDINANCE NO. 50. ^ 

Ordinance No. 50.— Being an ordl-| 
nance governing the regulating and 
construction of cement side walks in 
the city of Ellendale, North Dakota. 
Be it ordained as follow.si^^^^^H 
1st— Grade—' The grade shall first be I 
obtained by application to the street] 
committee for all proposed sidewalks. I 
2nd— Foundation— 'Hie foundation I 
all walks shall be prepared of solid] 
undisturbed earth, or gravel thor-l 
oughly packed, four Inches below thel 
surface grade of said walk and^H 
forming thereto. 

3rd. — Concrete— On the foundation 
prepared as above shall be placed 
three inches of thoroughly concrete, 
said concrete to be made by using a 
mixture of not more than seven parts 
of such gravel as will pass through a 
screen of an Inch and a quarter mesh, 
to one part of good Portland cement, 
these parts to be thoroughly mixed, 
if mixed by hand it shall be done by 
shoveling over at least four times In 
a dry condition and three times after 
the water Is added. 

4th— Wearing Surfaco- The top coat 
shall consist of two parts of finely 
sifted sand to one part of good Port- 
land cement,* said parts to Ire de- 
termined by measure, all thoroughly 
mixed and spread over the concrete at 
least one Inch thick and brought to a 
smooth surface to conform to the 
grade of said walk. The top coat 
shall he applied to the concrete 
wlthiu [5ol fifty minutes after the con- 
crete Is laid or liefore the same com- 
mences to get white. 

5th --( 'rosshigx—AII street and alley 
crossings shall bo made In all respects 
as other walks except that the con- 
crete shall lie four and one half Inches 
In thickness, and top coat one and 
ono half inches thick, the width and 
stylo to conform to the 
regulation of tho committee on 
streets and alleys and all bids for the 
same shall be by thi*V|uaro foot.

the approval of the proper city officials. 

7th— All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances In conflict with this ordi- 
nance are hereby repealed.

WORSHIP OF SPRINGS. 

Hon It Prevnllci! ArnocK !- rly Pro- 
plea In the SuuCr. « 

Springs lire rarely f-umi la the south- 
western psrt or the I’uitid States, and 
for this reason they have been from 
ancient times prized as n most valued 
possession. The people who dwelt In 
this region, says Walter Hough In 
“Records of the Past." saw In these 
sources of life giving water the founts 
of continuance and well being, and 
near them they located their pueblos. 
Save air, no elements of nature are 
nearer to human life than those com- 
bined Into the primitive fluid which 
must always be wltlitu reach of men 
who put themselves into the grasp of 
the desert. The primary knowledge of 
the tribes who were the pioneers and 
of every human being who bus since 
made bis home In the great American 
desert was complete ns to the location, 
distribution and idosyucrasics of the 
water supply. 

Spring water Is naturally more prized 
by the inhabitants of those desert soli- 
tudes than that from living streams, 
because It Is always drinkable and al- 
ways nt baud, while the watercourses, 
which for the greater part of the year 
are sinuous reaches of dry sand, furnish 
at flood a quickly disappearing supply 
of tliinued mud which will not be touch- 
ed by man or beast except in the dis- 
tress of thirst.. 

One Is not surprised, therefore, that 
a primitive people will regard these 
springs us sacred. In fact, the Indians 
of the southwest are not peculiar In the 
worship of springs. The seuthnent is 
worldwide, has had a vast range of 
time, perpetuates Itself In the - folklore 
of the highest civilizations aud presents 
In Its manifestations a most Interesting 
body of myth and fancy. But In the 
southwest the arid environment has so 
Intensified this feature of primitive cul- 
ture that no spring In the region is 
without evidence of many offerings to 
the deities of water. 

It Is small wonder then that the Pu- 
eblo Indians came to regard spring* 
with special veneration; that they wove 
around them myth and tradition and 
made them objects of religious worship. 
To one acquainted with the environ- 
ment and Its radical needs this seems 
to have been a natural, even though 
uuouusclous, generalization. Perhaps 
offerings to springs will not admit of 
such simple explanation. Perhaps the 
mystery of the underground source of 
water welling up from unknown 
depths, Impressive always even to the 
observer who believes himself free from 
the trammels of superstition, has also 
had a powerful effect on the mind of 
the Indian, lending, like many other 
natural phenomena, to an attitude of 
worship of unseen power* behind these 
masks.— New York Tribune.

County School Notes. 


A circular Just received from State 
Superintendent Stockwcll urges 
county superintendents to put forth 
every effort to make the attendance 
better during tlie coming year than 
In the 'past. 

Tlie circular says in substance that 
Uie census returns from all over the 
state makes It apparent that a great 
number of pupils have not been in 
school the required sixty days and 
many have not been In school at all. 

When It ls found, as in the case In 
many counties that more than 50 per 
cent or Uie children have not been 
in school sixty days, there is some- 
thing wrong somewhere. Every 
county superintendent ls urged to 
bring home to Uie directors the 
necessity, not only of maintaining 
school six months, as contemplated by 
law, but to urge fat the terms of 
school be Increased to at least eight 
months and then emphasize the 
necessity of pupils attending as pre- 
scribed by law, bringing forth, if 
every other argument falls, tho fact 
that their pockets will be seriously 
affected by the non-attendance of 
pupils. The conditions in Dickey 
county are these. Last year there 
were enrolled in the public school 
2004 pupils. Of these 1742 attended 
at least sixty days. This is 67 per 
cent of the enrollment. But there 
are many children who wore not en- 
rolled. Some of them, possibly be-1 
cause they were unfortunately lo-J 
dated in a sparsely settled community 
too far away to attend the nearest 
school. Some may have been physically 
incapacitated. Some may have been 
proficient in the branches taught in 
the common schools. But the great- 
est trouble arises Horn indifference I 
on the part of parents. Many fall 
schools have opened but the parents 
are keeping the twelve to fourteen 
year old boy at home to work. The 
law says this boy must be in school 
Ought not a man’s own interest in 
ids boy actuate hhu to send him to 


school rather than to oblige officials 
to quote law to him? 

While an eight months’ U na would 
be very desirable, director* iay that/ 
lack of funds prevent this In some 
districts. Tlie next liest thing U to 
keep Uie children In school all Uie 
time that that school Is in sewdon. 
Do not keep theni'uut to t hresh, or 
herd, or plow. The child's buslnc** 
is to lie In school the day school 
opens and every day thereafter. 

Directors, see to it that every child 
in your district attends school. What 
one district can do. another one can 
do. Albion school district reports 
every child of cornpulsosy school age 
enumerated who lives In tlie district.

MAKING MAPLE SUGAR. 



The Mml.ru Way anti the Crude 
Melhoda of Eiirly Dnya. 

The sugar season opens u busy In- 
dustry lu Maine. New Hampshire and 
Vermont. Buckets arc loaded on to 
the ox sleds, boxes of spiles nnd axes, 
and away to the sugar orchard! 

Sugar making nowadays is a science. 
Only In tho extreme runil sections still 
remain the wooden buckets nnd cedar 
spiles, but there Is still a sugar 
warmth, it bursting of henlthy Joy that 
breaks forth Just as the swelling buds 
on tho maples. 

No longer are there the crude meth- 
ods of uu open lire, of tho kettles 
strung on green forked poles. Pos- 
sibly Mimr making has lost some of 
Its genuine savor In the modern evapo- 
rators, but the product— and Its com- 
mercial feature Is of nil Importance— 
Is liner grnlned, of purer color, freer 
from bits of bark nnd other foreign 
refuse. 

Important changes in the sugnr In- 
dustry' have lessened the work of the 
farmer. In the early dnys wooden 
buckets nnd handmade ccdnr spiles 
were used. That made bother In the 
orchard, for the bucket hud to be 
placed on the ground, nud the spile 
could not lie far above It else tbe wind 
would blow the sail to one side and 
thus waste It. 

As the snow melted the spiles had to 
be drawn, new holes nearer the ground 
made and the bucket replaced. 
Nowadays the spiles are of metal nnd 
ie palls are bung on them. Tbe evap- 
orator Is a sample of the rapid strides 
in sugar making facilities. The mod- 
ern orchard has tin or galvanized pulls 
and metal spiles. 

Occasionally n tree runs a bucket 
full every fair day during the season, 
nn nvernge of ten quarts, although the 
general run Is about half that amount, 
unless the weather hold's so the trees 
run during tho night. 

Good, honest sirup weighs eleven 
pounds to the gallon, nnd It takes a 
barrel of thirty-two gallons of sap to 
make a gallon of sirup.

THE MAGNETIC COMPASS. 

rirNt L’ned on European VcnaeU In 
tl.e Twelfth Century. 

Some Asian people, perhaps the Chi- 
iese, discovered many centuries ago 
that a kind of Iron ore possessed a very 
peculiar quality. We call this ore mag- 
netic ore, or. In more common lan- 
guage. lodestoue, and It is very widely 
distributed, especially In the older 
crystalline rocks. It was found that If 
bit of lodestoue were placed lu water 
upon a piece of cork or straw braid It 
would turn till the axis of the stone as- 
sumed a north and south position. A 
phenomenon of magnetism had been 
discovered by means of an ore that Is 
peculiarly susceptible to magnetic in- 
fluence. 

It Is an open question whether the 
Chinese utilized the directive power of 
the lodestoue, but it Is certain that tbe 
first rude compass was not used on 
European vessels before tbe twelfth 
century of our era. By tbnt time the 
true magnetic compass had been evolv- 
ed through the discovery that if an 
Iron or steel needle were stroked on a 
lodestoue it would receive tliu attrnc- 
and directive power of this ore. 
With this appliance placed at the 
service of navigation the vessels that 
had hugged the cousts soon dared to 
venture even out of sight of land. A 
Impetus was gradually given to 
cartography, for now the true direc- 
tions of tlie coast lines might be dinrt- 
<1 with some approach to accuracy. It 
ras the happy fortune of Itullau Sad- 
i'S to make tbe surprisingly excellent 
urveys of the directions and lengths of 
he Black sea nud Mediterranean 
coasts and along the Atlantic to British 
aters thut have come down to us lu 
the so called Portulan maps.— Cyrus C.

queen or the king's mls,’% -s.“ Segnr, 
whoso work, “Honor, Military and 
Civil," appeared In 1002, 250* years aft- 
er the order was founded, was the first 
to say that It was the Countess of Sal- 
isbury. Other writers say that It was 
the Countess of Kent. John Anstls 
(1069-1744), garter king of arms, who 
published several heraldic works, ridi- 
cules the whole story- He confesses 
that an author of Henry VI.’s time, 
who wrote In Latin nnd whose work Is 
now entirely lost, upheld It 

Raphael Ilolinshed, a chronicler, who 
died In 1580, tells the story in detail 
and says the lady was the queen, which 
surely rather spoils the significance of 
the legend. Sir Harris Nicolas him- 
self thluks tlie story Is not Improbable, 
although be urges the fact that Jean 
Froissart, who Is the best contempo- 
rary authority on tlie reign of Edward 
III., while he has much to say about 
the order lu his hundredth chapter, 
does not refer to It, and Nicholas ad- 
mits that this tells very much against 
the supposed origin of the story, but 
Froissart may have thought the matter 
too trivial to relate. By the way, I feel 
very much aggrieved that Q. C. Mncnu- 
lay In the abridged volume of Froissart 
that he published through the Macmil- 
lans should linve ruthlessly cut this 
hundredth chapter. 

It is not, I may add, claimed that the 
ineldeut caused the foundation of the 
Order of the Garter, but only that It 
gave Edward III. the Idea for naming 
tbe order which he had resolved to 
found In any case. In tbe absence of 
any other solution thnn tbnt which 
rests on these shadowy foundations I 
think we may still go on accepting the 
pretty legend, but I repeat my expres-

In the reservation of the lighthouse 
department at St. George. Staten 
Island, there la an ugly three «tory 
building of brick Unit is tho "depart- 
ment store” of tho lighthouse sendee 
In this Con u try and Its foreign posses- 
slons. Proctlcally everything in the na- 
ture of a mechanical device used In tho 
service, from the biggest lantern to the 
smallest order of light, and Including 
tho apparatus for blowing fog signals 
and making the lights flash on gas 
buoys, .is turned out ln this place, and 
not only sent to all tho stations In this 
district, which Includes Porto Rico, but 
also as far away ns Alnskn, and even 
to the Philippines. 

The mechanics employed are all men 
of tho highest grade, for the objects 
they arc at work on are too delicate, 
as n rule, to allow of much machine 
labor, and ln addition to Uds tho gov- 
ernment 1ms never seen (It to spend 
sufhcleut money on the plant to flt It 
out with such machinery. In a stroll 
through the workrooms one can see 
men turning out the delicate brasswork 
that keeps the flashlights on n g.vs 
buoy going for three months at a time, 
the curious bruss cylinders that make 
the wailing cry of a fog siren, tiny 
floating stops that sene to keep the 
oil from overflowing In tho Iamp3 nfter 
the manner of a student lamp, and the 
clockwork that keeps revolving lights 
turning around hour after hour through 
the long nights. 

The only thing they don’t make In 
this department store arc the lenses, 
which are imported from Paris or Lon- 
don. These arc "assembled" ln these 
shops, however, and one can see lan- 
terns of all sizes In Uie course of prep- 
aration, from the smallest size used In 
the service to ones of the power suffi- 
cient to go In lighthouses of the first or- 
der. Of course the, department has to he 
ready for emergencies In the way of 
breakdowns of lights, ns well ns of 
lightships, and so they not only keep 
two light vessels at the wharf alw l 
ready for Instant sen,- Ice, hut they also 
have In this storehouse an emergency 
light that can be put up anywhere and 
fitted to take the place of any light of 
any description, whether It be fixed or 
revolving, red and white or all red.—

SOME FIRST OCCASIONS. 


Cannon and small arms were Intro- 
duced in 1300. 

Spinning wheels came to the rescue 
of women In 1530.

Natural Well* In Yucatan. 

Since Yucatan, where the Mayas 
built their strange cities, Is a coral 
limestone formation, It would, says a 
writer lu Records of the Tast, have 
been a barren desert but for Its sub- 
terranean rivers and the cenotes, or 
water caverns, which give access to 
them. The Mayas noted the courses 
of the underground streams and built 
their towns round the cenotes. Many 
cenotes are now found surrounded by 
ruins and give Indications of the meth- 
ods employed by the Mayas to reach 
their cool waters. In LJxmal a cenoto 
about forty feet deep Is Inhabited by 
a peculiar species of fish. At Bolan- 
cben there Is a cenote having five open- 
ings lu the rocks at the bottom of the 
cavern. Ladders made by tying tree 
trunks together lend dotVn a total dis- 
tance of 1,400 feet, but the perpendic- 
ular depth from the surface to the wa- 
ter Is not over 500 feet. 


The Mixture In Roumnnla. 

Roumanln Is Inhabited by a bewilder- 
ing variety of races, but whether of 
Greek, Slav or Teutonic Uncage, the 
modern Roumanian makes It a point of 
honor to claim descent from the colo- 
nists whom Trajan planted ln the con- 
quered province of Dacln A. D. 107. 
Culling themselves Roman! and their 
language Romunlc, the proud cltlzeus 
seldom draw out a legal document 
without sotno allusion to their founder, 
whom they style "the divine Trajnn." 
The Roumanian language reflects the 
composition of the rnco and now but 
faintly suggests the language which 
Trajan spoke.
